The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the best prior art of 
record, Watanabe, taken alone or in combination of other references, does not teach or fairly 
suggest a circuit comprising, among other things, a switched-capacitor sampling circuit, wherein 
the switched-capacitor sampling circuit includes a capacitor having a first node and a second 
node, and wherein the first node is coupled to the switch and the second node is coupled to the 
output of the sampling circuit (claims 15 and 34); and a buffer including a source-follower 
transistor adapted to generate an output signal from an input signal, a replica transistor adapted to 
generate a replica signal from the input signal, and a level shifting circuit that provides a level- 
shifted replica signal at a terminal of the source-follower transistor (claim 18), as set forth in the 
claims.
